That even these concessions were obtained 
ig due in large measure to the earnest work 
done by the progressives, led by Senators 
Beveridge of Indiana, Dolliver and Cummins 
ef Iowa, and a few others. 


Fight for Reduction Still On. 

The fight for these reductions is not over by 
any means. It has been Mr. Aldrich’s tac- 
tics in the past to gain support for a bill by 
giving way when necessity compelleg, trust- 
ing to the conference committee to restore 
what he desires. Undoubtedly this is his pol- 
icy in the present instance. Therefore, if 
what has been obtained is to be held there 
must be no letup in the demand for conaidera- 

uon from the central middle west. 

Mr. Beveridge especially realizes this situa- 
tion. He proposes, if the conference com- 
mittee should make increases where the sen- 
ate declared for redyctions, to renew the 
struggle on the floor of the upper house.

Luxury Loving Wives. 


SAME NOW AS IN DAYS B. C. 


Speaker Says Men of Old Palestine 
Were in Like Predicament. 


Women who are extravagant in their social 
desires, even those he granted were inno- 
cent and high minded,” were blamed yester- 
Gay by Prof. Herbert L. Willett of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago for immorality, oppres- 
sion of the poor, reckless speculation, loose 
marital relations, and religious unbelief, 
which he named as the most unfortunate 
evils of today. 

Prof. Willett, who delivered his criticism in 
the course of a lecture in Haskell hall, also 
pictured ‘early biblical times as an exact 
replica of the present, stating that to read the 
Book of Amos, Hosea, or the other great 
prophets was like perusing a document 
printed yesterday.” He spoke of the “ rep- 
robation of the womanhood of Israel by 
Amos as an example of the great need of a 
social readjustment in olden times. 


Nation High as Its Women. 


„The moral levels of a nation never rise 
higher than that nation’s womanhood,” said 
Dr. Willett. It was so in the days of Amos 
and it is true today. We read in that great 
prophet’s work of women spending money 
they knew to have been obtained by bribery, 
for as early as then the commonest of evils 
was the accepting of bribes by public o- 
cials. . 

“The women encouraged their husbands to 
spend money earned dishonestly, and wanted 
more. They saw that their neighbors were 
better off than they, and they determined to 
keep pace. They drove their husbands to 
secure gold, it did not matter how. They 
urged them quietly, of course, but none 
the less effectively. They insisted on lIiv- 
ing in luxury. Amos denounced this pur- 
suit of luxury, this clamor for palaces of 
ivory, for summer and winter houses. He 
called the women cows of pleasure to crush 
the poor and oppress the needy. 

“Today we find the same situation. We 
see even innocent and high minded women 
instruments in driving the poor into greater 
distress and the rich to greater recklessness. 
They spend all the money they can get, 
though it be obtained out of iniquity. 

No Woman Admits It. 

„% No woman wil admit that she is the one 
referred to. Ne woman would in the Old 
Testament days. But female extravagance 
and social desires have driven men to all 
they may be accused of. It ‘has been to 
satisfy their wives’ desires that husbands do 
that for which we condemn the social system. 

“ Bvery evil of today had a parallel in the 
time of Amos. We see complaints being 
made against every form of iniquity. There 
were adulteration of food, cheating in 
weights and measures, unfair business com- 
binations, and graft and extortions of all 
kinds.“ 

Prof. Willett called Amos a protest against 
injustice, and turning to the prophet Hosea, 
extolied him as ah enemy of domestic and 
religious infidelity. ' 


Old Subject Still Lives, 

“ Hosea made protest against what is stin 
a live subject,” declared Prof. Willett. His 
greatest contribution was his terrible dia- 
tribe against immorality, and the particular 
type mentioned was domestic infidelity, 
which was common. He was a victim of this 
himself, and naturally was deeply impressed 
‘with the necessity of sacred marital rela- 
tions. 

The idea of infidelity was carried into re- 
ligion. The priests were highway robbers,

KIDNAPERS IN AUTOMOBILE 
SEIZE GIRL BEFORE MOTHER. 


Armed Posses Seek in Vain for Desper- 
ate Pair in Country Near Sun Prairie, 
Wis.; $1,000 Reward Offered. 


Sun Prairie, Wis., July 7, 8 a. m.—Posses of 
armed farmers are scouring the woods and 
country roads in every direction for miles 
about Sun Prairie in search of two men in 
a big red automobile, who kidnaped Anna 
Stangler, 4 years old, from the lawn in front 
of her parents’ home here tonight. : 

The child was playing about the front gate 
when the auto drove up and as it stopped her 
mother saw two men get out. Then the 
woman heard her child scream and saw the 
men seize her and carry her to the automo- 
bile. Whether there were other occupants 
of the car Mrs. Stangler could not see, as 
it immediately drove off at top speed and took 
a road leading into the country toward Madi- 

It is feared the kidnapers worked along 
carefully planned lines and already have se- 
creted the girl in some place, where they will 
hold her for a ransom, as Stangler is one of 
the wealthiest farmers in the central part of 
the state. He already has offered a reward 
of $1,000 for the return of the child unharmed, 
and is leading one of the armed posses that 
is searching for-her. Mrs. Stangler is pros- 
trated and is under the care of a physician.

When in Wall Street. 


EVEN POLICE ARE RUDE.

Threat to „Run Em In“ Causes Re- 
treat of the Petitioners. 


New York, July 6—I Special. I— Wall street 
isn’t altogether like upper Seventh avenue. 
New York's suffragettes recognized tk tt 
i ference when they went down ther is 
afternoon to sell fane and buttons and the 
Suffragette, but they still are trying to guess 
what it is and why. One of them said to- 
night that perhaps it was the stress and 
struggle for gold that made the brokers so 
deaf to the cry of oppressed woman. 

Even the policemen were different from the 
kindly bluecoats of Harlem, Why, when- 
ever a man is rude to any national progres- 
sive woman of the suffrage union anywhere 
north of One Hundredth street a patrolman, 
sometimes even a captain, tells him at once 
that he must behave or explain why not to 
a magistrate. 

But it wasn’t that way today. Fifty or 
sixty men and boys were impolite to Mrs. 
Loebinger and Miss Tyng when they tried to 
sell their souvenirs in front of the stock ex- 
change. They jostied them, laughed, and 
refused to give up their nickels. 


Policeman Threatens, Not Aids. 


Policeman Joseph Burns was summoned 
to the suffragettes’ aid by a man who asked 
him whether he didn’t realize that a bunch 
of toughs was insulting ladies?“ 

„Well, if they are,“ replied Burns, there 
is only one thing for the ladies to do and 
that is to beat ft. They ought to know they 
haven't any business to come down here and 
sell that stuff any way, and if they don’t move 
along I'll] back up the patrol wagon and pack 
every one of em in it!“ 

Mrs. Loebinger, who was obviously disap- 
pointed by the reception which the crowd 


and nervous, at once followed the suggestion 
of the policeman and walked as rapidly as 
possible towards Exchange place, where she 
turned toward Broadway. The crowd fol- 
lowed and ran into another crowd, which 
was drawn up in Exchange court. Just as 
they met,. Miss Tyng, who was behind Mrs.

Resolutions adopted today reviewed the

First Official Session Today. 


The board of review meets at 10 o'clock 
this morning for the first official session of 
the taxing year. The Harding statement was 
filed in the afternoon and has not come to the 
official attention of the reviewers. 

The figures given by Mr. Harding as totals 
are obtained, according to the text of the 
document, by ascertaining the amount for 
which each of the corporations is capitalized 
and by reference to financial statements of 
the corporations, to financial publications 
quoted as authority, and from the market 
reports in the daily press the market price 
of the stocks is obtained for April 1 of each 
of the years under survey—that date being 
the legal date for making the assessment of 
property. 

Demand for Assessment. 

The statement as filed by Mr. Harding con- 
cludes: 

“All of which is hereby respectfully sub- 

mitted with the request and demand, which 
is hereby made, that your honorable body 
‘Het, value, and assess the capital stock, in- 
cluding. the franchises of each of said cor- 
porations, for each of said years and place 
the same on the assessment and tax books, 
all in the manner provided by law.

Packing House Valuations. 

The protest states, in considering the case 
of the packing houses, that the basis of fig- 
uring the market value of the capitalization 
of those corporations is largely derived from 

‘testimony offered by the packera during the 
period that the celebrated Garfield report 
was in course of preparation. 

It is probable that the reviewers will take 
some action in the matter this morning and 
set it down for hearing, according to state- 
ments made by members of the board. 

The Pullman company, Armour & Co., and 
Swift & Co. form a trio which will be first 
brought before the board of review for con- 
sideration of their assessments. There is 
little or no difference between the personal 
property valuations of these three corpora- 
tions for 1900 and for 1908, and the board of 
review wants to know why. 


Real Estate Deductions. 

In the case of the thirteen corporations 
eked by the Harding protest it is not stipu- 
lated in the body of the protest whether de- 
duction has been made for real estate or for 
personal property which does not lie within 
the assessing district in which is located the 
principal office of the corporation. It is held at 
the office of the board of review unofficially 
that such deductions should rightfully be 
made in estimating the proper valuation of 
capital stock. 

It is noted in this connection that the tax- 
ing bodies for the first time are entitled to 
make an assessment of the capital stock of 
mercantile corporations as stipulated in the 
recent decison of the Supreme court of the 
state. 

Following the hearing of the Pullman case 
and the stockyards interests the reviewers 
will take up complaints at the rate of one 
every fifteen minutes. The furniture houses 
and the State street corporations are sched- 
uled for hearings today and tomorrow,

Announcement that the Pugh Terminal 
company is ready to submit to the city a 
te plan for the construction of the three 
piers it proposes to build north of the 
mouth was made at the city council 
last evening.

h. president of the company, had sent 
to the council by the city clerk a rough draft 
ef the form of ordinance desired for the 
gorporation. This action was taken as a 
gignal that the plans and specifications for 
the work upon which architects and engi- 
peers have been working for six months are 
completed. 
The ordinance was referred to the commit- 
tee on harbors, wharves, and bridges and 
within two weeks all the drawings, specifi- 
cations, and estimates for the work will be 
nted to that corhmittee for considera- 
tion before the council resumes active busi- 
ness in the fall. 

„I presume it means a heavy summer's 
work for us, said Chairman Charles M. 
Foell, “ but all the members of the commit- 
tee are anxious to get into this work at once 
and consider it from all sides. If private in- 
terests are willing to come down to facts 
and figures it enables us to take up the mat- 
ter In some definite form. No meeting of 
the committee has been called yet, but there 
will be one in a short time and we will be 
ready to look over the proposition of the 
Pugh company.” 


Oity Shares in Receipts. 


In a few words the ordinance asked by the 
corporation is a ninety-nine year franchise 
giving the city the right to buy at the end of 
the first twenty-five years and at the end of 
each succeeding twenty years the price to be 
$500,000 plus a fair value for the improve- 
ments and the good will of the company.

ACTIVITY IN PUBLIC WORK. 


Report of Department Shows Many 
New Buildings and Expense 
of $4,500,000. 


One of the most complete and voluminous 
reports ever issued by a municipal depart- 
ment was presented to the city council last 
night by Mayor Busse on behalf of John J. 
Hanberg, commissioser of public works. 
The book contains 426 pages. 
haustively the amount of work accomplished 
by the department during 1908 and makes 
recommendations for other constructive 
work that should be done, in the estimation 
of Mr. Hanberg. 

‘‘ During tne year the department ot public 
works has had several times as much 
conetructive work to look after as at any 
time previously,” says the report. 
work consisted of supervising and inspecting 
the rehabilitation of eighty miles of double 
tracks and nine miles of new tracks con- 
structed by the Chicago City Railway and 
the Chicago Railways companies.“ 

The report shows that the expenditures of 
the department for the year were $4,500,000, 
and explains that this money was spent in 
the construction of the new city hall, bridges, 
water pumping stations, water tunnels, cribs, 
fire engine, bath houses, and police stations. 


About Bond Issues. 


“An erroneous impression seems to pre- 
vail among the people of Chicago that bond 
issues are being used for corporate pur- 
poses, says the report. This impression 
is incorrect, when we remember that the 
city’s assets amount to at least $75,000,000 
and its bonded indebtedness is about $24,000, - 
000, which does not include any of our school 

ro ; 
ar 1 from these figures that the 
proceeds of bond issues have not been used 


kor current expenses. If the money had been 


applied in that manner, the city’s tangible 
property could not be-more than three times 
greater than its bond debt.“ !

Tons of Ashes Removed. 


Garbage amounting to 90,867 tons was de- 
livered to the Chicago Reduction campany, 
and 1,271,010 tons of ashes and waste was re- 
moved.

425,707 cubic yards of ashes. i 

The revenues of the bureau of compensa- 
tion for the year from rentab for the use of 
city property, such as streets, alleys, side- 
walks, and street and alley vacations was 
$172,074. 

New buildings which were constructed out- 
side of the city hall consist of four new police 
stations, costing $205,431; two more are con- 


tracted for during the year to cost $101,486; | 


‘five fire engine houses, two truck houses, and 
a repair shop were built at a cost of $139,508; 
two new bathhouses, costing $36,006; two 
more bathhouses and a hospital were con- 
tracted for which will cost $70,383. 

The report also calls attentton to the new 
house numbering system which was put into 
effect, and the report then goes on to say:

Illinois Senator Will Take Place 
on Tariff Conference Committee. 


RELUCTANT TO FACE WORK. 


Consent Necessary Becaise of Ambi- 
tion of Lodge of Massachusetts. 


Washington, D. C., July @—[Special.]—It 
has been decided definitely that Senator 
Shelby M. Cullom of, Illinois, shall have a 
place on the conference committee which 
will settle the differences between the house 
and senate on the tariff bill. The agreement 
has about been reached whereby the con- 
tingent from each branch shall consist of 
five Republicans and three Democrats. 

Hanging to the story of the makeup of the 
forthcoming committee there is a case of 
remarkable persistence which borders on sel- 
fishness on the part of New England. 

Two New England senators—Aldrich and 
Hale—are bound to serve on the committee 
The first named is chairman of the commit- 
tee on finance and the latter ranks fourth. 
Senator Cullom is fifth and Senator Lodge 
sixth, the latter being located on the com- 
mittee gt a point just beyond where he can 
claim membership among conferees. 


Lodge Insistent on Place. 

Mr. Lodge has let it become known plainly 
that he considers himself entitled to a seat 
on the conference committee if Senator Cul- 
lom does not take the No. 5 place in the 
sehate contingent. In other words, he has 
planted himself firmly in the path of Senator 
Smoot of Utah and Senator Flint of Call- 
fornia, either of whom Senator Aldrich would 
like to invite to serve on account of their lo- 
cation geographically and the intelligent and 
steady work they would be able todo. With 
the ultimatum of Mr. Lodge, therefore, 
comes the assurance that Senator Cullom 
will de impressed into conference service, 
whether he will de able to attend all the 
sessions of the committee or not. It is 
realized. by Mr. Aldrich that a too strenuous 
dose of New England on the conference com- 
mittee will weaken the chances for the ready 
adoption of the conference report by both 
houses. 

Senator Cullom became a member of the 
finance committee when it was seen that 
former Senator Hopkins of Lllinois probably 
would not return to the senate. He was re- 
luctant to join the committee on account of 
his age and the arduous toil enjoined. How- 
ever, he took the place at the request of the 
leaders, and all through the months of labor 
on the part of the finance committee he has 
done steady work. 


Cullom Faithful at Post. - 

Not a single session of the committee has 
been shirked by the Illinois senator and he 
has borne up excellently under the strain, 
not only of the constant meetings of the 
committee, but the long hours, both day and 
night, in the senate. Unfortunately, Mrs. 
Cullom's health is such at this time that her 
husband will be compelled to remain away 
from Washington with her during part of 
the time that remains of the special seasion. 
However, the fact will not deter him from 
giving valuable service to the conference 
body. 

The middle west will be represented on the 
conference committee by Senator Cullom of 
Illinois, Senatér Burrows of Michigan, and 
Representative Boutell of Illinois. Pennsyl- 
vania will be another state to have two ofits 
members of congress on the conference com- 
mittee, Senator Penrose being due to serve 
with the senate quota and Representative 
Dalzell with that of the house. Mr. McCall 
of Massachusetts and Mr. Hill of Connecti- 
cut probably will represent New England on 
the house side. 


METHODS OF THE WRIGHTS 
IRRITATE ARMY OFFICERS. 


Signal Corps Men Feel That Aviators 
Are Showing Too Much Unconcern 
Regarding the Feeling in Congress. 


Washington, D. C., July 6—The signal 
corps officers concerned in the aeroplane 
trials are beginning to show irritation at the 
apparent leisurely unconcern of the Wright 
brothers regarding aspects of the matter 
which to the army officers seem exceedingly 
important, principally in relation to congress 
and its power to make appropriations. 

That body, whence flows all blessings for 
army and navy, soon will dispose of the tariff 
question and disperse to places and interests 
far removed from aerial navigation. 

Beginning with Brig. Gen. James Allen, 
the chief signal officer, every member of the 
corps wants the members of the house and 
senate to witness the remarkable flights 
made by the Wright brothers, in order that 
the legislators may treat more kindly and 
with greater familarity the requests for ap- 
propriations for aeronautical work. 

The Wrights acknowledge no other interest 
than to fulfill the conditions of their contract 
as soon as possible, but without assuming 
any unnecessary risks. 

Wilbur Wright left for New York last night 
in a decidedly unmilitary manner. He failed 
to notify the officers stationed at the aero- 
plane shed, hor did he leave any word as to 
when he would be back, or as to what neces- 
sitated his departure in the midet of the Fort 
Myer trials. 

While Orville Wright is expected back from 
Dayton tomorrow, it seems hardly possible 
that there will be any mre flights at Fort 
Myer before next week.

„ Sixty-two dead and 8,246 1 are the 
returns to date from the Fourth of July cele- 
bration of 1900. These figures compare with 
seventy-two dead and 2,786 injured reported 
up to the same hour of the second day after 
the celebration a year ago. 

This year’s enumeration covers 25 per cent 
more towns than were reported the first few 
days after last year’s Fourth and is the 
most complete second day enumeration made 
since THe TRipunm® began gathering statis- 
tics of Independence day casualties, For 
this reason it is belleved the figures repre- 
sent a larger portion of the final figures than 
in previous years and that the figures which 
come later by mail will show a reduction in 
casualties as compared with previous years. 


Tetanus Already at Work. 

etanus already has claimed nearly a score 
of victims among the celebrants who were 
injured in premature celebrations. The toy 
pistol, which is responsible for a majority of 
the deaths from tetanus, this year claimed 
880 victims reported up to Tuesday midnight, 
as compared with 223 last year and the high 
880 injured victims reported up to Tuesday 
midnight, ag compared with 228 last To 
the high record of 550 made in 1008. 

Injuries due to runaways caused by ex- 
plosives were 67 in 1909 as compared with 
85 last year and 120 in 1907. 

The encouraging feature of the figures ise 
the reduction in casualties in the cities which 
did away altogether with the sale of fire- 
works. Washington, D. C., and Cleveland, 
O., passed through the three day celebration 
without a single person being injured, Mil- 
waukee made a brave attempt to regulate 
the sale and use of fireworks and had no 
deaths in 1909, as compared with five a year 
ago, although the number of injured was 
greater this year than last. 

Two Fires Increase Losses. 

The fire loss in 1900 was the greatest on 
record, due mainly to large single losses at 
Spokane, Wash., and Rumford Falls, Me. 
The loss in 1900 was $1,149,235, as compared 
with $685,435. 

Among the cities New York and Philadel- 
phia have the largest death lists, each report - 
ing five deaths. The following comparative 
table of returns from the cities shows the 
result of enforced regulations, as compared 
with the old time freedom, the “sane Fourth“ 
cities being marked with asterisks:

Some of them will turn up the guilty men; I 
feel confident, but I cannot say how soon this

It Does Smoke. 

“Tt does smoke occasionally, but that, of 
course, cannot be prevented, and I feel that 
they have little cause for complaint.

SBEKS REFUGE IN THE TOMBS 


Conscience Drives Former Art 
Dealer to Plead for Arrest. 


BURNED HIS STORE IN 1905. 


Unable to Travel Far Enough or Fast 
Enough to Escape Memory of Deed.

New Tork, July 6.—I Special. James 
Hunter Wright, 400 West Twenty-third 
street, an art dealer with a troublesome con- 
science, walked into the district attorney’s 
Office today and asked that he be arrested 
for setting fire to his art shop in 1008. 

Wright seemed to be sane enough, but ap- 
parently be had his doubts ag to how his con- 
fession would be taken, for earlier in the 
day he sent his cousin, Alexander Fisher, 
to Acting District Attorney Smythe to ask 
if the surrender would be acceptable. 

Fisher was told to bring in the erring one 
and a few hours later he returned with 
Wright. 

To Assistant District Attorney Turnbull 
Wright explained that his conscience had 
given him no peace since the fire. He had 
traveled, he said, but he had not been able 
to go far or fast enough to get away from 
his conscience and at last decided that may- 
be the troublesome thing would quit if he 
was locked up in the Tombs. 


Poor Business the Cause. 

Wright said he was a member of the firm of 
Harvey & Wright, that with his partner he 
occupied the store on the second floor of a 
building at 2281 to 2290 Broadway, owned by 
John O. Baker, 71 Broadway. Business in 1905 
was bad. Wright said he became tired of art 
and had cast about for some way to be rid of 
the business. After thinking the matter over 
he decided to set fire to the art store. There 
was no insurance on the goods or furniture 
and the desire to be quit of the business was 
his only motive. 

After listening to this remarkable story the 
district attorney’s office communicated with 
Assistant Fire Marshal David I. Kelly and 
learned that Dec. 26, 1906, there had been a 
fire-in the store occupied by Wright and his 
partner and that the building had been dam- 
aged to the extent of $3,000. 

The damage to Wright's place was esti- 
mated at $700. The fire marshal said it had 
deen found at the time that the fire had its 
origin im the art store, but no one had sus- 
pected Wright. , 

With this confirmation of Wright's story 
Mr. Turnbull decided there was nothing left 
but to grant the man's request and lock 
him up. 

Wright Held to the Tombs. 

Detectives Raynes and Rousseau were 
called in and they took Wright before Magis- 
trate Crane in the Tombs Police court and 
made a charge of arson in the second degree. 

When the magistrate heard about Wright's 
conscience he inquired if the man was sane. 

Wright declared he was entirely so, and 
the magistrate held him in $10,000 bail for 
examination tomorrow instead of sending 
him to the psychopathists at Bellevue. 

Wright made no attempt to get bail, but 
went contentedly to his cell, Mr. Turnbull 
intimated that another arrest might follow.

BAD CONDITIONS EXIST. 


Forced Labor Is Stated to Be 
Indistinguishable from 
Slavery. 


Boston, Mass., July 6.—The Congo Reform 
association tonight made public the text of a 
memorandum which the British secretary for 
foreign dffairs sent to the Belgian govern- 


ws of the annexation of the Congo by Bel- 
gium, 

This memorandum is in reply to one re- 
ceived from Belgium on March 16. In this 
the Belgian government, while still with- 
holding direct guarantees of reforms in the 
Congo. had represented how painful it is 
for the Belgian people to see their intentions 
called in question after innumerable proofs 
which have been given of their love for civil- 
ization.” A request was made for An as- 
suranee that in the mind of the British gov- 
ernment her past history is a guarantee of 
her present loyal intentions. 


Describe Condition of Natives. 

In the memorandum now made public, the 
British government, briefly describing the 
condition of the natives in the Congo, says: 

“ To this state of things so amply described 
in the published reports of his majesty’s 
consuls, his majesty's government cannot 
give recognition, and they are sure that the 
Belgian government desires to put an end 
to it, for it is in fact indistingulshable from 
slavery.” 


Reports Awaited by British. 

“His majesty’s government anxiously 
awaits reports from the Congo which will 
show that the Belgian government has suc- 
ceeded in stopping the system of forced la- 
bor, which has hitherto prevailed, for his 
majesty’s government is sure that the Bel- 
gian government will agree that a system 
such as that described in British and Amer- 
ican consular reports is indefensible."’ 

John Daniels, secretary of the Congo Re- 
form association, states that the association 
will now make every effort to induce the 
American government to send to Belgium a 
memorandum of the same purport. as sent to 
Great Britain. 


FRENCH NAVAL RULE SCORED: 


Speakers in the Chamber of Deputies 
Point Flaws in Methods of De- 
partment. 


PARIS, July 6.—The debate on the report 
of the naval inquiry commission was con- 
tinued in the chamber of deputies today. 
Admiral Bienaime and M. Michel, the latter 
the reporter of the commission, made tell- 
ing speeches. They declared the public 
wanted to know why, in spite of the enor- 
mous sums appropriated, France dropped 
from second to fifth place among the naval 
powers. 

M. Michel pointed out that since 1898 Ger- 
many, which had spent $90,000,000 less than 
France, had gained the place which France 
had lost. 

The speaker attributed the principal blame 
to the lack of method in the construction 
department, which he declared had shown 
incredible slowness in building and had wast- 
ed great sums ot money through changes in 
plans. ° 

Britain Tables Naval Rules. 

LONDON, July 7. 3 9. m.—Bhe Standard 
publishes a report that the go ment has 
decided to postpone indefinitely parllamen- 
tary discussion on and ratification of the 
declaration made in London Feb. 26, embody- 
ing decisions of the naval conference. The 
Standard says that it may therefore be con- 
cluded that the agreement will remain a dead 
letter. | 

The naval conference concluded its sittings 
on Feb. 26 and a declaration was signed, con- 
sisting of seventy-one articles containing a 
large number of generally recognized rules 
of naval warfare. 

This declaration was made public on March 
21, and the principles enunciated were to act 
as a guide for the international prize court 
to be established at The Hague. ’

FRENCH TARIFF BILL OPPOSED. 


Defenders Reply to Charge That It

PARIS, July @6—Senator Chaumie today 
followed up the speech made yesterday in 
the chamber of deputies by Minister of Com- 
merce Cruppi on tariff revision with a mo- 
tion to suspend further consideration of the 
tariff and invite the government to submit 
a bill which would safeguard France's po- 
litical and economic interests with foreign 
countries. He opposed the measures pro- 
posed by the tariff commission, which he said 
represented the “‘ accumulated appetites of 
particular interests and constituted a men- 
ace to the export trade of France. 

Members of the commission opposed the 
motion violently. They declared the present 
bill was moderate and they denied the pro- 
posals were conceived in a spirit of reprisal, 
In any cage, it was contended, France was 
not the aggressor, and in this respect the 
action of America was particularly cited. 

Foreign Minister Pichon here interrupted 
the debate to declare that France had not 
ceased to protest at Washington.

THE INCOME TAX. 

The unanimous. vote in the senate for 
the submission of an income tax amend- 
ment is a strong assurance of favorable 
action on the part of the house. It is 
safe to assume that_congress will pro- 
vide the country with material for ani- 
mated and perhaps passionate discussion 
during the next two years. It will take 
about that long to determine the fate of 
the amendment. 

If Gov. Deheen shall call a special ses- 
sion of the legislature for October IIlinois 
will enjoy the distinction of being the 
first state to pass judgment on the firat 
amendment to the constitution, submitted 
since 1869. The presumption is that it 
will lead off for ratification. The legis- 
latures of four states will meet during 
the last two months of this year and 
twelve during 1910. Among the twelve 
are those of four of the New England 
states, New York and New Jersey. It is 
generally assumed that there if any- 
where will be effective opposition to the 
ratification of the amendment. The leg- 
islatures of twenty-nine states will not 
assemble until 1911. Whether the 
amendment is voted up or down will de-

The belief that these or other oppo- 
nents of the amendment would have more 
influence with legislatures than with con- 
ventions whose members were elected ou’ 
the single issue of acceptance or rejection 
induced a number of senators to vote for 
the convention plan. They did not carry 
their point and probably it is well they 
did not. The election of conventions 
would involve delay. The legislatures of 
most of the states will be elected after the 
submission of the amendment. The po- 
litical parties will mention it in their 
state platforms. Legislative candidates 
will be questioned as to their position. If 
the voters of a state are manifestly for 
the amendment the legislature will rati- 
fy it. 


MAKING PROGRESS. 
Baltimore sends a message 
couragement to the advocates of the 
“sane Fourth.” For the last five years 
the board of police commissioners. have 
strictly forbidden the discharge of fire- 
works within the city at any time. The 
result of this continued prohibition is set 
forth in the sentence: “The police au- 
thorities state that euch succeeding 
Fourth of July finds the law easier of 
enforcement, indicating united action 
against the noisy celebration of the day.” 
Saratoga has found the “safe and 
sane” day a profitable one. For the 
ninth successive year no fireworks were 
allowed. Even those who wished to use 
the explosives outside the village were 
unable to purchase any. The place was 
filled with visitors seeking rest and quiet. 
The hotelkeepers gave their testimony

‘UP GO THE PRICES. 


} Twenty-seven woolen mills, all but one 


of them in New England, were consoli- 
dated to form the American Woolen com- 
} pany, with a capitalization of $75,000,000. 
It is the controlling force in a great in- 
dustry. When it lays down the law as 
to the price of woolen cloths the clothing 
manufacturers have to accept its terms. 
It has sent out notice of an advance in 
prices of from 12% to 25 per cent on 
those of a year ago. 

It explains in its cireular that it would 

be hopeless to attempt to fight an ad- 
vance which is necessitated by the in- 
creased price of wool. All grades are 
higher than they were a year ago, and to 
pay the customary 7 per cent dividends 
on preferred stock and add large sums to 
the surplus fund the company finds it 
necessary to ask more for its finished 
products. The clothing manufacturer will 
have to ask more for his goods and next 
winter or spring the consumer will ha ve 
to pay more for his clothing. There is 
a black outlook for him. 
The price of wool has been going up 
steadily for months, If the American 
Woolen company had had any regard for 
consumers it would have gone before the 
committee on ways and means and asked 
for a reduction in the duties on wool. 
That reduction would have offset to some 
extent the advance in price. It did not 
do so. The woolen manufacturers do not 
dare to break their contract with the 
American wool growers, a contract which 
provides excessive duties for both parties. 
They have had their quarrels in the past, 
but for several years they have worked 
together harmoniously for the exploitation 
of the consumers. 

The impending advance in the price 
of clothing will not be due to the tariff 
legislation of this session, which will be 
a reénactment of existing legislation. 
But it will be impossible to make con- 
sumers believe it. When they see the 
enactment of a new law followed by an 
advance in the price of clothing they 
will reason that the law did it, and as it 
will be impossible to argue them out of 
their belief there will be political trouble. 


WHILE CINCINNATI HESITATES. 

Cincinnati does not purpose to plunge 
rashly into the “more daylight” plan of 
existence. The council of that city has 
adopted the “hour earlier” scheme of 
things, but has made it operative May 1, 
1910, reserving for itself plenty of oppor- 
tunity to change its mind. It is acting 
in a considerate manner not unlike that 
of the good friend of Mr. Pickwick, who, 
when his patron was in trouble and when

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OL. s WILLIAM WYLLIE's sen- 
aseassination 


sational y a young na- 
tive of India last Thursday night at an 
entertainment given at the Imperial 
institute in London serves to call at- 
tention to the remarkable immunity enjoyed 
by Anglo-Indian government officials during 
the 200 years which have elapsed since Great 
Britain obtained posacssion of her gre 
oriental empire until about a couple of years 


ago. 

Leaving aside the wholesale massacres of 
Europeans in the great Sepoy mutiny of 
1857, there have been, until the advent to 
office in England of the present Liberal ad- 
ministration and the adoption by Lord Mor- 
ley of his radically new policy with regard to 
India, comparatively few cases of murder of 
high officials by natives in India. In fact, 
with the exception of the late Lord Mayo, 
who was slain by a native convict while 
visiting a penal settlement on the Andaman 
islands in his capacity as viceroy in 1872; 
the shooting at another viceroy, Lord Lyt- 
ton, by a fanatic Indian in 1879; and the at- 
tempt to poison by means of powdered glass 
Col. Phayre, the British resident and pleni- 
potentiary at the native court of Baroda, for 
which the ruler or Gaekwar of that state was 
deposed, I cannot recall any crime, prior to 
1906, that bears analogy wtih the one perpe- 
trated last Thursday. And kind hearted and 
courtly Sir William Wyllie was just one of 
those men against whom it would seem im- 
possible for any one to have harbored the 
slightest enmity. 

— 


Life is held so cheap by orientals in gen- 
eral, and by the people of India in particu- 
lar, that the relative security from harm 
enjoyed by the British dignitaries, both high 
and low, in the great eastern dependency 
of the British crown cannot be ascribed to 
scruples about killing a fellow creature or 
to the fear of ordinary capital punishment 
which the crime would necessarily have en- 
talled. Nor can it be attributed to any affec- 
tion and liking of the natives for their Eng- 
lish masters. They are no different from 
other Asiatic and African races, which would 
infinitely prefer oppression, tyranny, extor- 
tion, and insecurity of life and property 
under a native régime to a well ordered, 
benevolent, and efficient government on the 
part of any foreign power. We have a strik- 
ing instance thereof in Egypt, where every 
native hates the English, although he owes 
to the latter his unprecedented prosperity 
and well being. 

The strange immunity from harm enjoyed 
by high English officials in India prior to 
1906 has been due in part to the extraordi- 
nary prestige of the white races among the 
various nationalities of India-a prestige 
that has almost wholly vanished since the 
victories of the Japanese over the Russians 
in their war of five years ago. It also has 
been due to the fact that each English dig- 
nitary of any importancé in India is guarded 
by native orderlles, who are responsible for 
the safety of their charge. There are cer- 
tain regiments of the native army and cer- 
tain divisions of the magnificent native con- 
stabulary that have the privilege of furnish- 
ing these orderlies, and the native officers 
and men regard it as a point of honor that 
the representative whom they select should 
act successfully as the shield of the sahib.”’ 

The orderlies know exactly what is expect- 
ed of them. They cannot be diverted from 
their duty, even by the commands of their 
ward himself, no matter how lofty his rank. 
They have no concern in life other than ab- 
solute fidelity to their trust—that is to say, 
the safety of their charge; and their quiet 
but incessant watchfulness at all hours, 
even upon the occasions when danger seems 
least to threaten, has frustrated many a 
plotted outrage in the past—especially out- 
rages at the hands of native fanatics, crazed 
by religion or racial hatred.

If there is any truth in the stories to the 
effect that Indian revolutionists have inaugu- 
rated with the murder of Col. Sir William 
Wyle a series of analogous outrages against 
public men in England, ft will be necessary 
to import from India native orderlies for 
their protection. Mere English detectives 
will be found itnadequate. It needs the 
brains and the wiles of an oriental to com- 
prehend and match wtih any degree of suc- 
cess the wiles of an oriental criminal. 

It is not, as so many seem to believe, for 
exclusively ornamental purposes that King 
Edward is attended at all public functions 
throughout the season by half a dosen Indian 
orderiies—not mere noncommissioned offi- 
cers, but Indians of birth and breeding, hold- 
ing commissions in native regiments. With 
the presence in England of perhaps a couple 
of thousand young Indians, a number ol 
whom are of the same type and imbued with 
the same spirit as the assassin of Col. Wyllie, 
it requires men of the type of the Indian 
aids de camp of the king to shield him from 
all danger on the part of their countrymen. 

One thing more: Until about ten years 
ago the white man out in India was apt to 
take the law into his own hands and to in- 
flict summary punishment in the case of any 
native outrage at the expense of white men 
and women. Justice was sharp and swift, 
even though it was not always in accord- 
ance with the strict letter of the law, any 
more than penalties such as the burying of 
a man hanged for murder in the ripped open 
carcass of a hog, which, according to Indian 
ideas, defiled him to such an extent as to 
destroy all prospects of any hereafter and 
at the same time bringing lasting disgrace 
upon his family. 

But this no longer is possible. Summary 
justice and punishment of the kind just men- 
tioned have been done away with by the 
present régime. One finds natives placed in 
judicial and administrative authority over 
Englishmen, which is subversive of all na- 
tive ideas of the Englishman’s supremacy, 
and the consequence is that murders and out- 
rages on the part of natives at the expense 
of the English in India and in Great Britain 
will become more and more frequent. , 

The murderer of Sir Willlam Wyllie un- 
doubtedly will be hanged unless he manages 
to commit suicide in prison before going to 
the scaffold. But his death is not likely to 
act as a deterrent to his countrymen, and, 


with their indifference to death, will be re- | 


garded by them as no disgrace unless some 


method is adopted of compromising in their 


eyes his hereafter by defiling his body in the 
manner described above, which, of course, 
would not be tolerated for one minute by 
public sentiment in England.

King Leopold would appear to be riding 
for a fall and to be bent upon exasperating 
his people to the paint of their removing him 
from the throne.

sale abroad to the highest bidder of all the 
fine collection of paintings and of art treas- 
ures formed by his father and by himself 
with the money paid to them by the Belgian 
pation in the shape of the civil list for pur- 
poses of royal representation. 

Not content with selling all his pictures 
and statuary, the king has now summoned 
from Paris and from London experts who are 
valuing everything left in his palaces of 
Brussels and of Laeken and of his villa at 
Ostend, such as silver, chandeliers, and fur- 
niture, with a view to their sale abroad. In- 
deed, when Prince Albert comes to the throne 
he will find all the royal palaces empty— 
nothing, indeed, but the bare walls. 

The king's object is to place every vestige 
ef his property beyond the reach of his 
daughters. Everything that remains in Bel- 
gium will be, of course, subject to the Bei- 

laws of ivher‘tance, which furnish his 
children with e. right to a considerable por- 
tion of his estate. But these laws do not 
apply to the property that he may have in- 
vested or placed beyond the reach of Belgian 
law abroad. 

It is understood that most of the money 
he is thus raising is destined for his two 
boys by the Baroness Vaughan. But the 
Belgians are beside themselves with indig- 
nation over the spectacle which he is thus 
presenting, haggling with foreign dealers 
and experts over the prices of his candie- 
sticks, clocks, chairs, tables, and ‘

Samuel Wendell Williston 
Tells Educators Higher In- 
struction Is Failing. 


CITY HURTS CHILD LIFE? 


Nebraskan Declares Growing 
Boys and Girls Are Crippled 
Mentally by Crowding. 


Denver, Colo., July 6.—“ The American 
college of liberal arts has lamentably failed 
as a popular institution of higher education 
in that it trains less than 1 per cent of our 
young men and women, but one-tenth of 1 
per cent of the population. It has permitted 
various institutions, notably correspond- 
ence schools, private business schools, indus- 
trial and agricultural schools to usurp its 
functions, because of illiberality,” declared 
Prof. Samuel Wendell Williston of the Uni- 
. versity of Chicago at a meeting today of the 
department of higher education in connection 
with the convention of the National Educa- 
tion association. 


“College Losing All Discipline.” 


“It has lost discipline, both mental and 
moral.“ continued the speaker, till the 
charge is freely made, and in a great meas- 
ure truthfully, that a large proportion of 
its students are seeking merely the diploma 
rather than an education which will fit them 
for higher pursuits in life, who, work, upon 
an average, but three or four hours daily, 
and who acquire habits neither of industry 
nor application; that there has been a decid- 
ed lowering of the moral standard among col- 
lege students; that, upon the whole, the 
bachelor degree is losing ite significance as 
an indication of fitness for most of the pur- 
sults of life. 

“Undentably the college has lost discipline 
by the general adoption of the system of 
electives, which leaves so much to the caprice 
and unintelligent choice of the inexperienced 
student. There has been, also, a demoraliza- 
tion both of discipline and requirements as 


à result of the rivalry among institutions, es- 


pecially the state institutions, for numbers; 
institutions still for the most part are gauged 
ny their size, rather than by their product. 

Furthermore. the elective system has 
lowered the discipline by the rivalry among 
the different teachers In the same institutions 
for large classes, with the development of 
eoft courses—concessions to the all too ob- 
vious inclinations of most students to seek 
the easiest way to their diploma with little 
regard for the vwalua of the work accom- 
plished. 


“College Hinders High Schools.” 


“Perhaps the gravest charge which may 
with justice be laid against the college is 
that it has hindered or retarded the best de- 
velopment of the high school, or has per- 
verted it from the highest uses to the people. 
Most high schools still arrange their course 
of study chiefly for the needs of the 8 or 4 
per cent of its pupils who are preparing for 
college to the detriment, or at least discour- 
agement, of the 96 per cent who have neither 
the desire nor the opportunity to continue 
their education. The fact that only 12 per 
cent of those who enter the high school ever 
graduate is also largely due to the influence 
of the college.“ 

The speaker said he believed that the only 
hope for the regeneration not only of the 
high school but the college, also, lies in the 
complete severance of this control; that the 
Jeavening of the whole system of higher edu- 
cation must begin from below, instead of 
from above, as has been the case hitherto; 
that the high school should seek the highest 
and widest field for development without 
regard to the college, whose field of useful- 


ness is still far too narrow to permit { to 


dominate the whole province of education. 


Says City Debases Childhood. 


“The city does more to cripple the child 
mentally, physically, and morally than any 
other agency.“ declared Prof. G. W. A. 
Luckey ot the University of Nebraska today 
before the physical education department of 
the association. On the question of whether 
hygiene should become a part of school work, 
Prof. Luckey declared that such teaching 
will be the only relief for children crippled 
in mind and body. 

He asserted that the race of weak and 
crippled persons living in cities is so great 
as to leave no argument against the charge 
that the cities and city life are responsible 
for low physical standards among school 
children, and he said he believed it to be the 
coming duty of the schools to provide a 
means of escape from the threatened nation- 
al scourge of a weakened people. 

Carroll G. Pearse, superintendent of 
schools of Milwaukee, Wis., delivered an 
address before the department of school 
education in Which he told of the advances 
made for the benefit of children “ born 
bort,“ or lacking in some sense. 


Government Sends Speakers. 

. A. Knapp, an official of the United States 
department of agriculture, spoke before the 
department of rural and agricultural educa- 
tion. 

John W. Cook, president of the State Nor- 
mal school at Dekalb, III., delivered an ad- 
dress before the department of elementary 
education, in which he expressed the opinion 
that the present curriculum could be im- 
proved somewhat and thereby meet present 
needs. 

Other addresses were made during the day 
by Charles Bartlett Dyke of Boulder, Colo.; 
S Wessilins, Grand Rapids, Mich.; S. P. 
Hoover, Cleveland, O., and Elmer E. Brown, 
United States commissioner of education, 
who addressed the department of kinder- 
garten traiffing. 

Four new men appeared prominently in the 
race for the presidency today, regardless of 
the fact that a movement has been placed 
on foot to offer the presidency to Elmer E.

Says We Have Swelled Heads, 
Unknown to Hardy Pioneers. 


IS-NEAR AN AUTO SMASHUP. 


Crowd Stilled in Fear; British and 
French Ambassadors Speak. 


Bluff Point, N. T., July 6.— With the arrival 
of President Taft, Ambassador Jusserand of 
France, Ambassador Bryce of Great Britain, 
Secretary of War Dickinson, and Vice Ad- 
miral Uriu of Japan the celebration of the 
900th .anniversary of the discovery of Lake 
Champlain, which had been confined during 
the laet two days to the state of New/York 
and Vermont, today took on an international 
scope and a world-wide interest. 

For Afmbassadors Jusserand and Bryce and 
President Taft all committed their respective 
countries to policies of peace, and, in the 
shadow of an old fortress which had wit- 
nessed some of the bloodiest battles in all 
history, expressed the hope that never again 
would the peace among the great nations of 
the world be interrupted by a war. 

A heavy rain which fell during the morn- 
ing made the steep roads leading up to Fort 
Ticonderoga dangerously slippery. After 
the president had inspected the fort he pro- 
ceeded to the grand stand, which stood half 
way down the hill, and which was surrounded 
by several thousand people. 


Crowd Alarmed for President. 


The cheering of the people as the presi- 
dent’s automobile was seen coming down the 
step incline was suddenly changed to a tense 
silence when the big machine, its wheels 
locked by the brakes but slipping over the 
treacherous surface, began to skid toward 
the edge of the roadway. The chauffeur 
quickly got the car under control, however, 
and the danger was over in an instant. The 
president was the least concerned of any 
person in the large throng. 

An afternoon shower came up rollowing 
the ceremonies at the stand and the president 
had to walk a quarter of a mile or more in the 
rain to the boat. The president seemed to 
enjoy the shower. He was provided with an 
umbrella, and walking alone behind Capt. 
Butt, his military aid, held the umbrella 
over himself with one hand while he ac- 
knowledged cheers and applause along the 
way by lifting his hat with the other. 


Taft’s Address Is Historical. 

President Taft's speech was largely his- 
torical in character. é 

As I sit here and look at that embat- 
tled hill it occurs to me that the states of 
New York and Vermont are most fortunate 
in being able to find a place upon which 
three nations could celebrate the past with 
entire consistency and with great joy,’’ he 
began, because, exercising proper discrim- 
ination, they can find deeds of valor and 
success for France, England, and America 
on every spot about this lake. 

Champlain was a man whom all nations 
can honor. He is not a man with respect to 
whose history you have to pass over some- 
thing in silence. All his life couid bear the 
closest examination; and he brings out in 
the strongest way those wonderful qualities 
shown in the fiftieenth, sixteenth, and seven- 
teenth centuries by Spaniards, Englishmen, 
Frenchmen, and Portuguese, who braved 
those dreadful terrors of the sea, circum- 
navigated the globe in little cockle shells, 
and carried the standard of the then civiliza- 
tion into the farthest forests and into the 
dangers of the most distant tropics. 


Says We Have “Swelled Head.“ 

I think it is well for us to go back through 
the history of all nations in order that our 
own heads, a little swelled with modern 
progress, may be diminished a bit by the 
proper appreciation of what was done: by 
nations before us, under conditions that 
seemed to limit the possibility of human 
achievements, but limitations that were 
overcome by the bravery, the courage, and 
the religious faith of nations that preceded 
us in developing the world. 

There were Montcalm and Wolfe, two 
great Christians, back to whom you trace 
the whole history of lower Canada. It is 
true Wolfe conquered Montcalm on the 
plains of Abraham, but in all the region of 
lower Canada there still is a population pure- 
ly French, a population industrious, God- 
fearing, and loyal to the flag under whose 
government they live. That fact is a com- 
pliment not only to the far yeing states- 
manship of the English colonial statesmen 
who framed the government under which 
they live, but it is a compliment to the pres- 
ent industrial domestic virtues of the French 
nation. 

Ambassador Jusserand, whose speech pre- 
ceded that of President Taft, was most felici- 
tous in his expression of peace and good wil! 
toward America, toward Great Brita, and 
toward all the world. 

He referred with much feeling. to the fact 
that France and Great Britain soon are to 
celebrate the completion of 100 years of peace. 

Ambassador Bryce took up this theme and 
declared that although he was surrounded by 
martial scenes and men of arms he himself 
was a man Of peave. 

Not until I visited the old fort yonder to- 
day.“ said Mr. Bryce, did I realize how 
many memories cluster about its ruins.

Sup- 
plies on ocean passage decreased 768,000 bu, 
and the total is now over 9,000,000 bu more 
than a year ago. The decrease of 1,524,000 bu 
in the visible supply had no apparent effect 
ypon the declining tendency of prices, and 
the smaller European visible was practically 
ignored. The call for cash wheat was poor, 
with no round lots to millersreported. Bids 
for export were few and far from the market. 
Northwestern millers expect to do consider- 
able four business on the break. 


Foreign Advices Mixed. 


Advices from foreign agricultural districts 
were mixed, those from South America stat- 
ing that plowing and seeding for wheat were 
proceeding slowly under adverse conditions 
in certain provinces of Argentina, while in 
ether provinces prospects: were more satis- 
factory, and the recent uneasiness which was 
felt is disappearing. In Germany a poor 
consumptive demand, increasing stocks, and 
more favorable weather were responsible for 
jower prices at Berlin. In Roumania har- 
yesting has commenced under favorable 
weather conditions and the. indicated yield is 
better than expected. Canadian statistics 
how a large increase in the area of wheat 
and weather conditions are of a character 
which indicate a muchelarger yield. 


Long Corn Is Sold. 


Corn ruled weak and lower all through the 
session, and there was considerable liquida- 
tion of long corn by country commission 
houses and heavy short selling by local pro- 
fessionals, principally the so-called Armour 
‘party, the latter based on the continued 
glowing prospect for the growing crop.

-The demand, however, on the ad- 
vaneé was quickly supplied and the subse- 
quent selling by leading professionals was 
sufficient to cause a general reaction and 
entire loss of the gain. Closing prices were 
unchanged to %c lower. The damage, if any, 
Was merely local, while the general outlook 
continued good. The cash markets were 
steady at unchanged prices for good oats and 
e lower for the poorer grade. The market 
felt the weakness of corn and oats, but there 
wae not as free short selling as in those 
grains. The various state reports received 
were unanimously favorable, the condition 
being far above that of a year ago.

As an indication of the atti- 
tude of French investment institutions to- 
ward American securities the announcement 
of the sale to a group of Paris bankers of 
a block of $10,000,000 St. Louis and San Fran- 
cisco bonds was the most interesting. 


French Want American Sfocks. 


Whether the Steel shares are listed or not, 
it is apparent that a genuine demand for 
American issues prevails in France, and this, 
after all, is the tmportant fact. 

The persistent betterment of conditions in 
the business world once more was reflected in 
the enlarging orders for railroad supplies 
placed with manufacturers, by increases in 
the wages on the part of industrial concerns 
here and through the country, and by the 
excellent railroad earnings statements for 
the month of May, including that of the Wa- 
bash, with its increase of $251,000 in gross 
returns. 

It was in the commodities markets, how- 
ever, that the day’s real developments of im- 
portance were to be found. The wheat prices 
declined nearly 2c a bu, and corn fell as 
much. This weakness suggested belief in 
the favorable government report on crops 
covering the conditions as of July 1, the 
statement itself appearing on Thursday and 
confirmation of this belief is obtainable from 
the unusually good state reports for June 
issued during the day by Ohio, Illinois, and 
Missouri. 


Ohio Expects Bumper Crops. 

In Ohio winter wheat improved from a con- 
tion of percentage of 73 June 1 to 77: in 
Iilinois the gain was 8 points, and Missouri's 
promised yield is nearly 38,000,000 bushels 
above that of last year. In all three states 
the improvement in corn was even greater, 
with the outlook for record yields. 

Although the foreign exchange rates were 
relatively weak, dropping some 15 points, it 
still is thought in banking circles that further 
shipments of gold to Europe and South 
America of considerable volume will be ar- 
ranged before the close of the week. Money 
rates remained abnormally easy, the ten- 
dency being readily explained by the unusual 
surplus reserves of the local banks.

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BEGIN AN INQUIRY 
INTO COAL TRADE 


Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion Calls Witnesses to De- 
termine Cause of Slump. 


SOME BLAME RAILROADS. 


Prices They Pay for Fuel Said to 
Be in Cases Less than the 
Cost of Production. 


Because the coal business in this as well 
as other middie western states is in sucha 
demoralized condition 
merce commission has started an investiga- 
tion into the relations of the coal carrying 
roads and the coal operators. Commissicn- 
er James 8S. Harlan and Special Examiner 
Frank J. Swacker began yesterday a series 
of hearings on the subject, in the Federal 
building, which will be continued later at 
St. Louis. 

The demoralisation of tne trade having be- 
come so notorious, particularly in IIlinois 
and Ohio, and so many coal mines having 
been shut down, the interstate tommerce 
commission several months ago appointed 
Rush C. Butler of Chicago as special at- 
torney to investigate conditions here pre- 
paratory to the hearing which has just be- 
gun. 

The commission took its authority for this 
investigation from the joint resolution of the 
house of representatives and senate, known 
as the Tillman-Gillespie resolution, which 
was passed in 1907. 


Think Railroads Responsible. 

It has been discovered, it is said, that while 
the general commercial depression has been 
partly responsible for the bad conditions 
which prevail, and the slump in production, 
there is some reason to believe that the rall- 
roads are in a measure responsible also. It 
appears from investigations that have been 
made that railroad companies have been 
using pressure on some of the coal operators 
to get their coal for a less price per ton than 
it actually costs to mine it. 

Using one such contract as a basis they 
have, it is said, forced all the other operators 
along their lines to sell them coal at the same 
rate. 

One of the methods said to be used by the 
railroads is to promise to furnish the coal op- 
erator from whom they wish to secure the 
basing contract as many cars as he can pos- 
sibly use for the whole year, even during 
periods of car shortage. With this promise 
the operator thinks he can make up the loss 
on the coal he sells to the railroad by boost- 
ing the price on commercial coal at times 
when the demand is good and the other oper- 
ators are suffering from car shortage. 

Another thing which is said to militate 
against the operators is the fact that roads 
like the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul 
and the Illinois Central own subsidiary 
coal companies and can make the price to 
suit themselves. It is pointed out that the 
price of commercial coal is fixed by the price 
paid by the railroads. 


Witnesses at Hearing. 

The first session of the hearing was con- 
fined to questioning regarding the coal mines 
on each road by Examiner Swacker. E. W. 
McKenna, second vice president of the Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee and St. Paul railway; E. S. 
Keeley, fourth vice president; and George E. 
Simpson, superintendent of transportation, 
testified as to the coal mines owned by the 
St. Paul road, the coal rates, and the dis- 
tribution of cars to shippers. 

Joseph Leiter answered the examiner’s 
questions for the Chicago, Zeigler, and Gulf 
railway and the Zeigler Coal company. He 
is president of both companies. 

The testimony brought out that some roads 
determine a rating pf the capacity of each 
mine as a basis for apportioning cars, while 
others base their distribution on the previoug 
requirements of the shippers. 

Mr. McKenna testified that the St. Paul 
road owns three coal mines in Lilinois, pro- 
ducing 4,600 tons a day. These companies, 
he said, have been organized solely for the 
purpose of providing the railroad with a sup- 
ply of coal for its own uses and none of 
output is ever sold commercially except 
screenings. 


Buys Some Coal. 


In addition the company has to buy a large 
tonnage of coal from private companies, as 


its own supply is not sufficient, and for this 


it pays the same prices as to the ‘Chicago 
company, $1.70 per ton, including the freight 
rate to Chicago. 

He declared that so far as he knew no of- 
ficer, agent, or employé of the St. Faul road 
is interested, directly or indirectly, in any 
of the outside mines from which they bought 
coal or whose product was shipped over their 
lines. 

He said the road bought coal from one or 
two companies in which E. J. Earling, a 
brother of President A. J. Earling, is in- 
terested. He said it was the policy of the 
company to procure its coal supply as far as 
possible from mines adjacent to its own 
rails and that fixed and impartial rules gov- 
erned the distribution of cars to shippers. 

Joseph Leiter's testimony was brief, cov- 

ering the operations of am eleven mile switch- 
ing road in Franklin county and the Zeigler 
mine. He said he owned the capital stock of 
both companies, but that he got his cars 
from the railroads, as the equipment of the 
Zeigler road consisted of a switching engine, 
and that he sold no coal to the railfoads be- 
cause his output was of a higher grade than 
that required for locomotive fuel. 


Distribution Satisfactory. 


He said that the distribution of cars was_ 
satisfactory except that cars were often 


bunched too much for the loading capacity of 
the mine. 

Vice President Keeley, in charge of the 
traffic department, said that the road had 
refused to make joint rates on coal with many 
of its connections in order to insure a market 
to the coal producers located on its rails, 
and in order to keep its equipment at home 
as much as possible, 

Mr. Simpson was questioned closely as to 
the distribution of cars to shippers, of which 
he has supervision. He explained that his 
office kept a record of the capacity of each 
mine and apportioned the cars accordingly. 

„But how do you distribute them in times 
of shortage, when you cannot give each one 
as many cars as he wants?” k Comis- 
sioner Harlan. 

In that case we divide the cars according 
to our judgment.“ was the reply. based on 
our previous experience and the knowledge of 
how many cars each man used when he got 
all he wanted.”

Ten days in the country, away from the 
heat and smoke, the noise and smells of the 
city, what a change they can bring to 
pinched, wan, childish faces, stamped with 
iliness, and to frail little bodies, starved for 

the want of fresh air and wholesome food! 
If one would realize the miracle that can be 
worked in so brief a space, he should visit 
Tue TRIBUNE summer hospital and camp at 
Algonquin or meet the train which will bring 
back a score of children after a two weeks’ 
visit next Saturday. 

In place of the poor, tired, ill children whe 
started out for THE TRIBUNE camp ten days 
ago, too ill and weaktorompatc  ‘hood’s 
games, a band of happy, healthy es and 
girls will return, perhaps a bit reluctant to 
come back to the city, but willing to give 
their places to those who will follow them. 

Next week the hospital and camp will re- 
ceive its full quota of guests and patients.

We want nothing so much as to see the 
hospital! filled to overflowing with children,” 
said Mrs. Laura J. Collar, superintendent. 
We have seen just what two weeks can do 
for a poor, ill, suffering child. We want all 
the children we possibly can take care of, for 
it means that just that many children can be 
sent back to the city restored in health and 
strength and able to withstand the heat of 
the summer and the ravages which it makes 
among children.“ 

And there are children and generous heart- 
ed elders in Chicago and its suburbs who are 


as fully alive to the work that is being ac- 


complished at the Algonquin camp. Every 
day brings donations to the cause which tell 
of generosity and self-sacrifice in the cause 
of the poor children of the city. Such little 
stories are told in today’s subscriptions. 

Last Wednesday seven little girls of Mad- 
ison Park gave a playlet, ‘‘ The Dutch Play.“ 
written by one of their number, for the ben- 
efit of THr TRIBUNE'S patients. The players 
were Helen Grant, Kathryn Pierce, Louise 
Agar, Ellen Henderson, Ethel Wilson, Isabel 
Nichel, and Kathryn Agar. Then Drake 
Shaffer and Virginia Graselle gave a Dutch 
dance. The play netted $3 for the Algonquin 
hospital. As successful were the efforts of 
eight little boys and girls of the south side
